Money is no mystery; the trouble is that many 
mysterious things are said about it by people who have 
an interest in obscuring the truth. 

Money is an unsound symbol so long as there is ahead 
of it any public obligation which exceeds the amount of 
money in circulation. There is no answer to this. So long 
as there is any public obligation in existence which exceeds 
the amount of money in circulation, that money can only 
be redeemed by consent of the holders of the public 
obligations or by repudiation of that obligation up to the 
extent of the money redeémed. 

This is why Canada has been on an unsound money 
basis ever since the Canadian public obligations exceeded 
the amount of money in circulation. 

There is no use in talking of a gold reserve as securing 
money issues because the public obligations exceed and 
swallow up the gold reserve as being an integral part of 
the money itself, and not an addition thereto. Also a gold 
reserve is a most expensive luxury because it lies dead 
and earns no interest; and a borrowing nation must 
borrow and pay interest on an extra amount of public 
obligations equal to the nominal par value of the gold 
reserve. 


REASONS, LIKEWISE REMEDIES 

There are two main reasons why produce is sold at less 
than cost of production and why there is unemployment 
and distress in Canada. One is the trade restriction, 
commerce destruction policy of the tariff war; and the 
other is our unsound money. There is difficulty in deciding 
which is the most destructive; but both must be remedied 
as a condition precedent to recovery. 

Fortunately there is an absolute specific remedy for 
the unsound money condition. This is the application of 
an absolutely definite law of the Dominion Parliament 
fixing and allotting an Annual Sinking Fund in respect of 
each issue of -moticy computed on a redemption period of 
not less than twenty-one years. Then instead of carrying 
@ gold reserve at an annual loss, there will be set aside 
an adequate Sinking Fund and at the end of the redemp- 
tion period the particular issue of money secured will be 
absolutely paid off. 


PUBLIC DEBT HAS CREEPING GROWTH 

Under the present method there is no limit on the 
amount of public obligations which ¢an be created; of 
which a staggering amount, Federal, Provincial and 
Municipal, is already created and outstanding. All of this 
carries interest and sinking fund on such a basis that the 
cost of each dollar borrowed would be about three dollars 
in the event of being paid off at the time specified for 
repayment when it is borrowed. In practice, it is never 
paid off; public debt on the interest and sinking fund 
basis grows and keeps on growing like creeping ivy. 
Renewal follows renewal, and increase follows increase, 
each involving payment of three to one, until the system 
of public financing gets the blind staggers, and statesmen 
orate about the wonderful courage and fidelity of the 
people in upholding the honour of the country, and 
exhort them to further efforts, even to struggles and 
privations, and to return to simpler methods of living so 
that the public obligations may be carried on in a never- 
ending circle of increase. There is no truth in any of these 
delusions; there is definitely intended to be an obscuring 
of the truth to the end that holding and dealing in and 
collecting interest on public obligations may continue to 
be the greatest easy money racket in the world. 


RETURN TO SOUND MONEY BASIS 

The remedy is to return to sound money; to make 
provision that no money shall hereafter be issued except 
by the Federal Government; in definitely identified and 
numbered units of issue with a fixed Sinking Fund pro- 
vided for the redemption of each unit of issue. 

The law should also provide that there be no renewal 
of any existing public obligation; but that each such 
obligation as it falls due be redeemed in sound money 
having behind it the fixed and adequate sinking fund. 

Provision should also be made for the payment off of 
provincial and municipal debts as they fall due by 
advances of this sound Federal money based on assign- 
ments to the Receiver Genera! of securities on named and 
identified portions of the respective provincial and 
municipal revenues to provide the fixed Sinking Fund. 

The final provision would be that Provinces and 
Municipalities should not borrow any more moneys except 
from the Federal Government in the form of sound money 
guaranteed by assignments to the Receiver General of 
definite named revenues to provide sinking funds. 


EVERYBODY WOULD BENEFIT 

Under this, system there would be an immediately 
commencing and constantly increasing amount of relief 
to the Dominion, the Provinces and the Mynicipalities. 
Every public creditor would be paid one hundred cents on 
the dollar in absoluteiy sound money, secured for redemp- 
tion on a named date by an ample sinking fund,

Asks Co-operation 
WASHINGTON. Oct. 20.—The 

Navy League of America. in a let-j} 

\ter made public last night, told the 


British Navy League that continued 
antagonism by Great Britain to the 
naval building policy of United 
States would block an “absolutely 
essential” co-operation between the 
two nations. 

The letter was signed by N. M. 


Hubbard. Jr. president of the 
American Navy League, and is to 
be delivered formally today in 
London. 

The league has no official con- 


nection with the government here 

“While the world is slo ‘y emer- 
ging from the economic cataclism 
resulting from the late war,” the 
letter said, “many informed and 
experienced observers believe that 
it is swiftly moving toward a su- 
preme conflict of arms involving 
the existence of governmental con- 
trol and our present civilization. 

“Wise statesmen. both in the 
United States and in Great Britain 
have from time to time expressed 
the hope for a closer understanding 
between the two countries in order 
to withstand and possibly avert 
such untoward results.” 

The public mind in the United 
States, it said. has been in process 
of “adjusting itself to the properity 
and necessity of such a basis of co- 
operation in behalf of the preserva- 
tion of Damocratic forms of gov- 
ernment and maintenance of the 
present world status of the white 
races.” 

It added that this statement by 
no means impiled a combatant par- 
ticipation by the United States “in 
the European war thought to be 
imminent.” 


Referring again to public senti- 
ment on the question of Anglo- 
American co-operation, the letter 


continued: 

“Unfortunately the trend of pub- 
lic sentiment in this country to- 
wards such an understanding ha 
been checked, we believe, by the 
implications of British demands and 
suggestions in respect to our nava! 
requirements, in order to attain that 
parity of sea strength to which this 
nation is unquestionably entitled.”

STAR TRAGEDY 
30 CENTURIES 
OLD, IS SEEN 


Astronomers’ Telescopes 
Bring Astral History Into — 

Modern Being : “ 

MT. WILSON, Calif., Oct. 20.—The| 

catastrophe of @ star that happened 

about the time King Solomon was 


born, some 3,000 years ago, is being 
watched with great interest by as- 
tronomers here. 

The star, listed in astronomical 
catalogues as Nova Ophiuchi No. 3, 
is many times the size of the sun 
and some 18,000,000,000,000,000 milena 
from the earth. This is so far that! 
what the telescopes reveal today is 
something that happened 30 cen- 
turies ago, for the light trevels at 
the rate of six million miles a year. | 

With a great explosion of gas, 
apparently, the star has flared from | 
one of the 12th magnitude to the} 
brilliance of one of the fifth magni- | 
tude. This is the second known | 
time this has been observed, on this 
particular star, the earlier observa- | 
tion having been 35 years ago. 

Scientifically, tho most important 
feature of the observation, con-, 
ducted by Dr. Walter S. Adams, di- 
rector, and Dr. Alfred H. Joy, secre- 
tary, of the observatory, is that for 
the first time the corona lines of a 
star have been observed. 

“This,” said Dr, Adams, “is prob- 
ably due to the rarified atmosphere 
at the surface of the star due to the 
expanding gases.” 

The expansion is at the rate of 
Some 30,000 miles a minute, 

An analysis of the spectrum of 
the star, which may yield new con- 
clusions as to what happened on it 
about the time King Solomon was 
born, is being made by Dr. Adams 
and Dr. Joy, who are continuing 
observations, and hope to be able to 
report more fully on it this winter, ,

NO WEATHER TAX HERE 

The French Government is to impose 
a tax of $8 an acre on all wheat lands 
which have produced above the average 
for the last three years. 

France, having bonussed the farmer to 
raise more wheat than it requires, is now 
going to take back from him the bonus it 
paid him for growing more than it needs. 
Presumably the farmer should have regu- 
lated the weather and prevented his fields 
producing so heavily. 

That is one way of restoring the finan- 
cial balance between the Government and 
the farmer. And no doubt it will discour- 
age the growing of so much wheat next 
year in France. The plan would not work 
in Canada. Here the Government has not 
bonussed the farmer to grow wheat, and 
at present prices he couldn't pay the tax if 
it were levied. ‘ 

Whatever crop curtailment scheme may 
be enforced in Canada, the farmer is not 
likely to be fined if the weather happens 
to be favorable next summer and gives 
him a crop better than the average. 


FINISH THE HIGHWAY 

The Provincial Government has offered 
to lend the Dominion all the needed equip- 
ment if the federal authorities will do the 
grading that is necessary and have the 
Jasper highway in shape for gravelling 
the unfinished portion next spring. If that 
is done, it is said, the road can be com- 
pleted, as an all weather highway, next 
summer. 

The Dominion should promptly close 
with that offer. The suggested “division of 
labor” would leave the province still bear- 
ing all but a small part of the cost of the 
completed highway. Which, it is pertinent 
to remember, leads to a Dominion park, 
and requires construction throughout for 
practically no other reason than to make 
that park available to motor traffic. 

But the Dominion should not ask men 
to do this work for twenty cents a day plus 
board. Canada is not so hard up that it has 
to use the fear of hunger as a “lever” to 
compel men to build public highways at 
that rate of pay. One dollar per day plus 
board would be a dirt cheap price at which 
to get the Jasper highway built. The re- 
sulting benefits to general business and 
Dominion revenue would pay handsome 
dividends on the cost. 


WHO WANTS TO DO THAT? 

A lawyer at Windsor, Ont., has for a 
second time defeated the attempt of the 
radio department to collect a license fee 
from him for the operation of his receiv- 
ing set. The magistrate held that it had 
not been established, and must be estab- 
lished, that he actually uses the set. Per- 
haps he only keeps it as an ornament” 

The ways of lawyers are sometimes as 
mysterious as the workings of the law. 
What would happen if every “fan” in Can- 
ada took the cue from this Windsor magis- 
trate and refused to buy a license until the 
department proved that he had used, or 
wanted to use, his radio? 

The immediate result would be a hun- 
dred per cent deficit in the treasury of the 
radio department. The treasury being 
empty, the broadcasting commission 
would presumably have to go off the air 
and our whole national radio service would 
be suspended for the time; until parlia- 
ment amended the law, or perhaps until 
the privy council upset the decisions of the 
lower courts, 

There can hardly be any wide sympathy 
with a course that would end in that 
ridiculous and costly stalemate. The Gov- 
ernment of Canada undertook to supply 
a broadcasting service in response to a 
very general demand, and collects fees 
from listeners to help meet the expense. 
The undertaking deserves popular support 
and should get this, even if there are legal 
ways of undermining and wrecking the 
project.

And Professor Leacock of 
McGill is urging inflation, drastic and im- 
mediate. These also are daring to tread 
on the forbidden ground; as no doubt a 
hundred other professors will do in the 
next six months, 


The pronouncement of this ban may be 
regarded as one of the major results of 
Mr. Bennett's western tour. Not because it 
will be accepted, but because it won't be. 
When the proposition is laid down that 
unless a man has wealth or a large income 
he must be considered ignorant of public 
affairs, there is given to the great major- 
ity of people a new and powerful reason 
why they should study and discuss those 
affairs, a reason all the more powerful 
when their earnings have been “shot to 
pieces” by developments which the 
powers-that-be have done nothing to con- 
trol. 

This crude proclamation of dollar- 
superiority is about as well calculated as 
anything could be to start an intellectual 
rebellion in western Canada against the 
whole system of unpolitical economy that 
has resulted in its people being financially 
ruined and then insulted because they have 
been ruined.

The Passing Show 


Highly paid movie executives, directors and 
actors are concerned at the notice President 
Roosevelt is taking of their salaries. They fear an 
enquiry which may result in governmental action. 
N.R.A, having intervened to push up the wages of 
the lower paid workers in mills and factories, may 
take a hand to pare down some of the mammoth 
movie salaries. The state having decreed that a 
woman working in a textile mill may not be paid 
at a less rete than twenty cents an hour, may 
possbily decree that her sister going through actions 
and grimaces before a camera may not be paid at 
more than twenty dollars an hour. 


A US. president getting $75,000 a year can 


hardly feel moved to compassion in his innards - 


over an ex-cowboy or fish-porter getting $125,000 
or more for a picture. He may think that the 
directors like Lubitsch, von Sternberg, Mamoulian 
or Borzage—much more important and hardwork- 
ing personages—overpaid at $60,000 a picture.

There can be no bar against competitive salaries. 
Such a course would only swell the profits of the 
Hebrew gentiemen who are the financial brains 
and ultimate beneficiaries of the moving picture 
business. Governments have simpler and more 
effective ways than that. When our own Canadian 
government wanted to stop cigarette smokers from 
rolling their own, it didn’t prohibit them by gov- 
ernment fiat. It put a 2-cent tax on each packet of 
cigarette papers. That was more effective than 
any fiat. 

Stories of morons, immature actorines and child 
actors drawing mammoth salaries when the mass 
of people are living close to the breadline, have 
a disturbing effect at a time like the present.

—a Day in Canadian History— 


OTTAWA CHOSEN AS 
THE CAPITAL 

On this date, in 1865, 
was officially proclaimed to be 


Ottawa 


the capital of the Province of 


Canada. It was purely a matter 


| of form, for it had been known 


since 1859 that old Bytown had 
been selected. 

When the Loyalist mob burned 
the pariiament house at Mon- 
treal on April 29, 1849, thereby 
re-opening a question which it 
had been thought had been def- 
initely settled by the choice of 
city as a compromise, the 
capital was removed to Toronto 


that 


and it was then decided that the 


capital should remain there for 
two years and then be removed 
to Quebec for four years and so 
on; but this arrangement had not 
been long in practice before it 
was found that a perambulating 
capital was both senseless and ex- 
pensive. (Col. D. W. Macdonell, 
long sergeant at arms of the 
house of commons, used to tell of. 
the difficulties of transporting the 
records from one capital to an- 
other by water and how on one 
occasion a number of valuable 
state papers had been lost when 
batteaux upset one of 
the St. Lawrence rapids.) 

Then began a long fight as to 
where the capital should be. It 
would take too much space to re- 
view all that took place, but fin- 
ally, in 1856, in an endeavor

promised Canada would adhere. 

This was not done, however, 
until there had been several di- 
visions on proposals for various 
selections. Montreal was defeat- 
ed by 75 to 38; Kingston by 84 to 
28; Toronto by 81 to 30; and Ot- 
tawa by the largest majority, 100 
to 11. Sir Edmund Head trans- 
mitted the address to London, 
but declined to give any opinion 
or advice. The next step was 
the receipt by the mayors of 
Kingston, Montreal, Ottawa, Que- 


' bec and Toronto from the gover- 


nor general's secretary asking that 
each prepare a paper setting forth 
the claims of his city, to be sent 
to the colonial secretary. 

Eventually word came on Jan. 
27, 1858, that the Queen had select- 
ed Ottawa. 

The Queen's decision was not 
popular in Canada. “Many months 
had to pass and a long parlia- 
mentary struggle ensued before 
the royal choice was endorsed. 
The Macdonald-Cartier cabinet 
was defeated; the short adminis- 
tration of Hon. George Brown 
passed and the Cartier-Macdonald 
government took office. It was 
doubtful whether the ministry 
would challenge defeat upon the 
question; all sorts of pressure was 
brought to bear to have the ques- 
tion left an open one; but Cartier 
and Macdonald took the view 
that parliament's faith was pledg- 
ed and that it was their duty to 
fulfil that pledge, to accept the 
Queen’s choice. 

Finally, on Feburary 10, the vote 
was taken, the address was car- 
ried by the slim majority of 64 
to 59 and Ottawa won.

Old and New Contrasted 
in European and Cana- 


dian Paintings 

4AT striking differences 

in the life of the new 

land and of the old are 

read in the exhibits of 

the master painters of 
old ScAland and of Canada to be 
seen this week in the Edmonton 
Museum of Arts, fourth floor Civic 
Block! There is a greater maturity 
and fineness about the Scottish 
paintings,—pastoral scenes with the 
blue haze of heather on the hills, 
sheep grazing, pictures of home, or 
the sea, quiet at sunset. “Lady 
wth Fan,” by George Henry, R.A., 
RS.A., is a picture of a beautiful 
woman, of the nobility, but with the 
expression of extreme ennui on her 
face. 

“Chez Moi, “home,” by W. Som- 
merville Shanks, ARS.A. R.S.W 
is a picture of the open rooms of an 
old house, rich with lovely rugs, 
and with the glowing light of the 
hearth warm in reflection from the 
room beyond. 

“Outward Bound. Sunset,” by 
Patrick Downie, R.S.W., is of rigged 
schooners leaving the shore. small 
fishermen’s boats ply inland and 
there is the glowing haze of sunset 
alight over the whole thing.

YOUTH AND BOLDNESS 

In startling contrast, the exhibit 
of Canadian water colors suggests 
youth and boldness.

about six per cent to about one and one-half per cent. The 
‘sound money paid out to the public creditors would be 
available tor investment in developing Canada; and there 
would be an ebsolute end to the easy moricy public securi- 
ties racket. There would also be an end to the contraction 
of credit rackct under which the honest value of Canadian 
property assets is deflated to the vanishing point and the 
individual owners ruined; with a subsequent recovery in 
which all the profits are grabbed by the engineers of the 
contraction of credit racket. 


WOULD RESTORE WORLD TRADE 4 

This is an honest presentation of a fair method of 
restoring sound money and honest money in Canada. It. will 
bring with it an ample supply of money to develop the 
resources of the country; to end unemployment; to prevent 
money panics from being engineered; and to give the Cana- 
dian nation ample strength to re-open the gates of com- 
merce and to restore that world trade which has been cut 
off by trade restriction policies. There can be no objection 
to it except from and by public racketeers. 

The relief from taxation will be enormous. In paying 
off the securities outstanding against the . Canadian 
National Railway with sound money, a saving of thirty- 
six million doilars per year is possible. In paying off 
Federal, Provincial and Municipal securities with sound 
money, (which is the only way they ever can be paid), a 
saving of three hundred million dollars per year will be 
made. The reduction of taxes and budgets will be enor- 
mous; and it will be no longer necessary to tell us we must 
get back to the simple diet of buckwheat, salt pork, and 
molasses our grand-parents lived on. 

MUST BE USED CONSTRUCTIVELY 

But great as all the foregoing benefits will be, the 
greatest of all benefits will be the placing in the hands of 
the investing public of good, sound, payment fully guaran- 
teed government money, capable of being used in the con- 
structive enterprises and investments in business,’ neces- 
sary for the development of Canada. 

All sound money will have to be used for constructive 
purposes in order to bring in any revenue. The several bil- 
lion dollars so to be invested will restore wages and salaries 
io their proper level; will bring back real estate values; 
will enabie us to bring in and settle in Canada millions of 
the British born and Northern European desirable home- 
builders. Fortunes tied up in bonds get packed tighter 
than lard in a pail; they do their temporary holders and 
everybody else the harm of keeping money away from 
construction end development. A country with this new, 
absolutely sound and mobile money can and will lead the 
world in « great cycle of development free from the fear of 
panics, and free from wage and salary cuts, and with a 
constant demand for the services of all our young people 
as fast as they can be educated and trained. 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL CO-OPERATION 

All tiat is nceded is the co-operation of the Federal 
Parliament and the Provincial Legislatures to put Canada 
on a sound money basis. Then our financial troubles will 
be removed permanently, unless some new racketeering 
scheme is devised, and the public will sleep with one eye 
open on pious schemes after this so far as granting control 
of the issue of money is concerned. 

The Prime Minister of Canada, and his colleagues, can 

‘do great and notable public service by an official announce- 

ment that Parliament will be asked as a government 
measure to put an end to the present antiquated, racket- 
ridden, unsound money system of Canada; and to put in its 
place imroediately an honest nation-building system of 
sound money. There will be no difficulty about Provincial 
co-operation; it is mentally on the way now. The personal 
responsibility for giving the nation a lead in this matter of 
salutary, honest, nation-reviving effect is on the Honor- 
able the Prime Minister of Canada.

I TORE men have been killed by tigers 
. and crocediles in Malaya this year 

than at any other time this century. 
Right now seven men, horribly mauled by 
man-eating tigers, are recovering from their 
wounds at Johore hospital, Bahru. 

For the first time in thirty years human 
bait was used this week to trap a man- 
@ater which had slaughtered 42 men, four 
women and two kiddies within six months. 

Three reasons are given for the invasion 
of tigers to within 36 miles of Singapore 
city itself. And remember Singapore is 
fearly as big as Toronto, 

First, zoos cannot afford to buy tigers 
these days, and even if they -could, ocean 
freight for shipping them has jumped from 
$6 to $125 each. Second, red tape in the 
form of licenses to trap, licenses to shoot, 
licenses to own guns and a dozen other ham- 
pering fetters have scared off what few 
hunters could afford the time and money 
to get a set of stripes. Third, rubber plan- 
tations, due to low prices, are being rapidly 
@bandoned. No tapping is done on hundreds 
of estates. Only a lonely guard patrols the 
acreage. Weeds have grown up _ between 
the rows, giving perfect cover for a hungry
